Claim 20 was cancelled by the 
Amendment filed on November 17, 2003. No new matter is added. 

Claims 4, 6, 12, 14 and 15 remain as amended in the Preliminary Amendment submitted 
to the Office on October 17, 2001 upon filing of the Reissue application. 

Claim 1 remains as amended in the Second Preliminary Amendment, submitted to the 
Office on June 19, 2002. 

The Amendment filed concurrently herewith amends Claims 10, 13, 21, 22, 24, and 25. 
Applicant notes that Claims 21, 22, 24 and 25 are being amended to the form previously 
presented in the Preliminary Amendment on October 17, 2001 . 

All amendments are made relative to the claims of the issued patent. In many cases, 
additional support for a particular claim can be found elsewhere in the specification.
